SCOTTDALE, March 1.—The O1J 


Meadow mills of the American Sheet 
& Tin Plate Company toioko all its 
previous records for receipts o£ iron 
Cor the week ending Saturday, Febru- 
ary 114, and setting a, new record, the 
heaviest in 15 years or since the plant 
lirst began operating-. With the weei 
ending* Saturday last, 50 cars of bar 
Iron wore received at the plant and 
some very large shipments this week. 
&o far. An average of 100 to 120 
cars are moved every day about, this 
plant. 


Thetc are heavy shipments of tin 


and sheet iron, the larger pail oC it 
going to Europe and California, the 
majority being treated at the com- 
pany's galvanising plant at Scottdale. 
There the sheets are carefully wrap- 
ped In tar paper and heavily crated 
for their lone voyage. The shipping 
department ot tne Old Meadow plant 
is busier than it has ever been, work- 
Ins alrao&t day and night shifts. 


Between 50 and 60 cars of coaX are 


stocked in the company's yards, the 
big boiler plants consuming about .J 
cais of luel every 24 hours, the coai 
being shipped from the Eureka and 
the Osccola, mines near Pltts^burg. 


The new stack at this mill is the 


highest stack in the locality, being 
12S feet high and 52 inches In cir- 
conference.
